The class has been remarkably diligent 


and studious during the year and the 
good results are shown in the splendid 
exercises given this week. The work 
of the senior year is very heavy and is 
a severe strain on pupils physically. 
Were this not so, the class would have 
undoubtedly made even a brighter 
record. Originally the class consisted 
of t»enty-two members, but, as is usu- 
ally the ease, half the number dropped 
by the wayside during the four years' 
journey through the high school.

The first part of the graduation ex-

The sermon was thoughtful and inspir- 
ing, the text being "What seek ye?"

The theme of Rev. Culler's sermon was 


True Success." His text was "What 
eek ye?"—John 1:37. His able dis- 
;ourse follows: 


Yon doubtless perceive the historic 
etting of the words of my text, by 
whom and to whom they were spoken. 


Jesus addressed the question to the 
wo disciples, John and Andrew, as 
hey were approaching Him. Taking 
he text out of its connections, as we 
may be permitted to do on the present 
ccasion, it may serve to ask the im- 
portant question 
"TF7mt are we all 


coking for in this life f" 
I shall en- 


.eavor to answer the question. It is 
uccess. 
L IF/wit is success ? 
It is certain we all desire success, in 
very relation of life, in every depart- 
ment of thought and activity. In our 
fforts to show what success is, or 
,eans, we must first bear in mind that 
hero is a false notion of success, as 
•ell as a true conception of it. 
I would have you believe, as I main- 
ain, that true success is in the reach 


f and attainable by every right-mind- 
d person, rich or poor, of royal blood 
r even the humblest birth; of sur- 
rising genius or only very ordinary 
nental abilities. 
This is something 


or which we ought to be devoutly 
lankful. 
But in. the vain struggle 


(tar mistaken success what sad fail- 
res have been made; what bitter dis- 
ppointmenfcs; what shattered hopes 
re strewn on the shores of time ! 
False success never satisfies those 


vho may attain to it, though it may 
ring riches, honor, fame and worldly 
lory, but not peace of soul. 
We are apt to suppose that the man 
ho begins life with nothing and yet 
y his skill and energy becomes a multi- 
illionaire has certainly reached large 
uccess. He may or may not be consid- 
red successful. 
All depends upon 


hat we mean by success. If the mere 
ccumulation of money has been his 
im, without regard to what we de- 
jiand of men in character, then I will 
ver contend that man has made a 
rand failure; because his opportuni- 
ea for nobility of character were so 
avorable. But on the other hand a 
an may begin life with much or 
otMng of this world's goods and 
hough he may close his mortal career 
ith nothing, his life is by no means 
failure, if a manly life has been de- 
eloped, if there has been a life of vir- 
ue, honesty, fairness, goodness and 
.erling integrity. 
If the God-given 


owers of mind, soul, conscience, all 


B moral powers, have been develop- 


d and brought into thoughtful exer- 
se, that man's life has been a brilliant 
uccess, and he is worthy to sit in the 
resence of kings, and queens, and em- 
erors, and all the great ones of earth; 
nd in the eternal world he. shall be 
vited to come up higher, be in the 
resence of angels and God. His re- 
ard shall be "Well done! good and 
lithful servant, enter thou into the 
iy of thy Lord." Canon Farrar said: 
A man is just as great as he is in the 
gilt of God, and no greater."

i uccess ? 
Education has very much to do with 
. Indeed it is essential to the high- 
st success. Education increases in- 
ividual power, giving reason and 
udgment the mastery over passion; 
ominion to the will and steadfastness 
n laudable undertakings. The wise 
.nan said, "Greater is he that rnleth 


is own spirit than he that taketh a 
ity." A bar of iron worth S5, when 
wrought into horse shoes is worth S10; 
made into needles has a value ofSSOO; 
eveloped into knife blades is worth 
3,000; converted into watch springs is 
•orth $230,000. Such is the power of 
ducation in developing and enlarging 
tie powers and capacities of the hu- 
man mind. 


In the battle of life, other things 
eing equal, the man with education 
r mental improvement, no matter 
vhat his occupation, whether it be 
rofessional life, business, mechanical 
r agricultural pursuits, always has a 
.ecided advantage over the unedu- 
:ated. 
Knowledge is power. 
The 


>rain is the seat of power, the dyna- 
mo, so to speak, which gives control 
>ver all the powers of the body and 
'acuities of being. The educated have 
eainei how to think, not to indulge 
n flitting dreams, but to concentrate 
d.11 the powers of mind consecutively 
and logically on one subject at will. 
They see all around, and through the 
subject, the business, or duty that con- 
cerns them. They are able to see the 
,\vo or more sides of a subject. They 
understand the laws of .the mind, and 
know how to influence other minds 
Ihey are familiar with the affairs ol 
the world. History lies open before 
tnem and they know how to read it. 


It is often supposed that education 


is not necessary unless one has some 
profession in view; that it is not neces 
sary for business, and for what are 
termed the humble callings of life 
There never was a greater mistake 
You no doubt have heard it said tha1

ordinary pursuits of life, that culturec 
people look upon any manual labo: 
us degrading 
That may have been s< 


in past generations, but no true Amer 
lean considers it so to-day. The lat 
Wm. E Gladstone, one of the greates 
literary characters as well as states 
men of the nineteenth century, nc 
doubt, retained his mental and phys 
ical vigor beyond four score years bj 
swinging his ax, felling trees in th 
woods of Hawarden.

MB. SCHELL'B ADDRESS, 


The address made by Hon. William 


?. Schell was as follows: 


TFaiKSDS:—Over seventy-eight years 


ago I was born in your beautiful village, 
and now as I stand before you on this May 
day, the memories of the very many pleas- 
ant and happy days of my boyhood life 
crowd so tumultuously "upon me that I can- 
not find words sufficient to express my emo- 
tions. I can truthfully Bay that the hap- 
piest days of my whole life -were spent in 
roaming over your green hills, through your 
charming valley and along your purling 
streami. The sweet memories of your vil- 
.age, your people, the old log church, the 
beloved relatives and friends who sleep in 
your cemetery, the incidents of my boyhood 
lays, and the tender ties •which knit me to 
my youthful associates are all sacredly en- 
shrined in my heart, and I will carry them 
with me to my grave. 


On the first of May, 1800, my grandfather, 


John Schell,with his wife and eight children, 
and his mother, found a home and a resting 
place in your lovely valley. That was a long 
time ago. Then the county of Bedford bad 
been only twenty-nine years in existence. 
The revolutionary war had only been closed 
seventeen years; the government of the 
United States, under the constitution of 
1T89, had only been in operation elevenyears 
and the election of George Washington aa 
thefirst president had taken place only elev- 
enyears before that period. And then this 
section of Bedford county wag very sparsely 
settled and was almost a primeval forest. 


On this day, the first of May, 1900, after a 


cyleof one hundred years, we have assem- 
bled in this oldtlog church, for the double 
purpose of offering our heartfelt gratitude 
to our heavenly father; for His kind and 
merciful care and preservation of our fami- 
lies during the past century; and also to 
show our love and reverence for the virtues 
of our sainted dead. 


We have great reason to be thankful, 


through the grace of God, that we have been 
able to keep the faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Our ancestors in the Palatinate were 
ardent Christians, and those who emigrated 
to Pennsylvania brought their religion, anc 
in some instances, their preachers and teach- 
ers with them. 


Since their arrival in the county of Phila- 


delphia in 1727 up to the present time, a 
period of ITSyears, their children have at all 
times and in all places attached themselves 
to some branch of the Christian church,

Why the Democrats Will Win This

John P. Altgeld, former governor of 


Illinois, contributed the following in- 
teresting article to tbe Philadelphia 
Sunday Times: 


Ihe conditions now point to a great 


Democratic victory in 1900. The coun- 
try is getting tired of cant and hypoc- 
risy, strutting and posing, and is get- 
ting thoroughly alarmed 
over the 


stride that has been made in the last 
three years by the un-Republican and 
un-American sentiment of the McKin- 
ley administration. The people of 
America do not approve of the idea of 
laving the trusts and syndicates sleep 
in the White House and hold the gov- 
ernment by the throat. 


There are yet several millions of 


men who have heretofore acted with 
the Republican party who still believe 
in the Declaration of Independence, 
and who are going to cast their votes 
next fall in favor of its maintenance 
and against the administration that 
has betrayed the fundamental princi- 
ples of free government. The prin- 
ciple that all men are born equal; that 
government derives its just powers 
from the consent of the governed, and 
that there should be no taxation with- 
out representation, is as sacred as it 


rer was. 
These principles have made us great, 


and the American people are not pre- 
pared to surrender them at the mere 
dictation of the corporations and syn- 
dicates, nor are the American people 
prepared to establish in this republic 
ihe blight of militarism in order to 
fatten contractors and enable rich 
men's sons to wear bright uniforms. 


Finding the government such a 


profitable asset, these private rnonopo- 
ists have taken possession of it. They 
seek to control caucuses, conventions 
and elections. They control legisla- 
tures, they own courts and they dic- 
tate to the president of the United 
States, 


Naturally, they select men with no 


convictions to do their rear slair work 
and betray the public, and they have 
brought to the front a race of men 
who make deception their business and 
duplicity their stock in trade. 


Through this class of men the func- 


tions of government have been per- 
verted, and from being tbe protector, 
it is being made the despoiler of the 
people. 


At the dictation of the combines, the 


courts, which were intended to pro- 
ject the citizen in his rights, have 
seen used to strike down trial by jury, 
ihat bulwark of liberty for which the 
English-speaking people have shed 
more blood than for any other thing. 
Although living in a republic, yet in- 
stead of being governed by the people 
and according to law, the corporations 
lave had established for their conve- 
nience government by injunction, and 
according to the whims or prejudices 
of an individual who acts aa their 
creature and imprisons American citi- 
zens at pleasure. 


Although living in a republic and 


having no need of an army, the corpo- 
rations of America are fostering a mili- 
tary establishment, and the *bull pens 
of Idaho, where thousands of American 
citizens were last summer imprisoned 
by military authorities for months 
-without-warrantj-.without-indictmeut,- 
and without trial, merely because the 
governor of the state was simply a 
convenience for the corporations, show 
what is in store for the toilers of 
America if this corrupt rnle of the 
syndicates is not arrested. 


Once the Republican party stood for 


great principles, but the finger of the 
corporation has erased every great 
motto from its banners, and to-day the 
great party of Lincoln sits meekly in 
the market place and takes its instruc- 
tions from the trust magnates of 
America. The creed of King George 
has become the platform of McKinley 
and Mark Qanna's dollar sign breeches 
have become the flag of the Republican 
party. 


Jefferson is the Democratic idol. 


That he was an expansionist is argued 
by Republicans. But they pervert the 
facts. As president he consummated 
the Louisiana purchase, which opened 
up navigation 
with the gulf- and 


g-ave us the great territory to the 
northwest of the Mississippi. The un- 
derlying motive at first was not terri- 
tory, but tbe free navigation of a great 
river. He believed in growth. He 
thought that we should have Florida, 
and we knew that he wanted Cuba to 
some time be part of the Onion. He 
was an expansionist, but not an im- 
perialist. Contiguous territory and a 
homogeneous people was his ideal. 
Free citizens but no subjects was his 
motto. 


But when the McKinley administra- 


tion made a treaty with Spain it left 
this provision out and it got the senate 
to adopt the resolution declaring the 
Philippine islands should not become 
an integral part cf the republic and 
that the inhabitants of those islands 
should not become citizens of this re- 
public. 
The inhabitants of these 


islands were thus told that they never 
could have the benefit of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, nor the bless- 
ings oi free government. 


On the same day the administration 


had the senate rote down the Bacon 
resolution which declared that when 
the Philippine people should establish 
a stable government, which in our 
judgment was worthy of recognition, 
that then we would withdraw from 
the islands on such terms as might be 
just and leave the people to govern 
themselves. Here the administration 
practically said to the Filipinos that 
we intend to hold and govern and tax 
thprn by brute force, against their 
will, and without representation. The 
McKinley administration has reversed 
the history and is seeking to destroy 
the genius of our government. It is 
not a question of expansion—not a 
question of growth—it is simply a 
question of imperialism and militar- 
ism 


Jefferson would denounce the finan- 


cial bill lately passed by congress as a 
crime against a free people. 
This 


measure was the scrofulous infant that 
was born of a liaison between the fol- 
iowers of McKinley and of Palmer and 
Buckner. He would send a message 
of good will and moral support to the 
two South African republics that are 
now fighting for existence. We would 
not see the humiliating spectacle of 
the mighty American republic secretly 
supporting the world's great bully in 
strangling liberty on a new continent. 
He would connect the two great oceans 
with a canal so as to bring our western 
and eastern shores closer together and 
be would not get on his knees in order 
to secure England's permission for this 
enterprise. If you are a Republican, 
let me ask you in all seriousness, do 
you approve of this toadyism, this 
flunkeyism, this Anglo-mania which 
makes everything American subservi- 
ent to English interests ? 


How about trusts ? Jefferson would 


abolish all monopoly and all special 
privilegei. 
This much we know for 


he has told us. If this were done, there 
would not be a trust in America. Bui 
how would he do it ? In my judgment, 
and I speak only for myself, there is 
only one way, and that is to have the 
people own and operate all necessary 
monopolies, such as municipal utilities 
and transportation. This done, moil 
of the others would dissolve. There 
would be no private monopoly in thii 
country. 


Jefferson would establish a just in- 


come tax and require concentrate 
capital to bear it* share ot the burden* 
ol government and thus lighten the 
burdens of the smaller tupayer. 


Tbe Republican put; got a tmaen- 


dons impetus by being not only right, 
but aggressive, on the slaver; ques- 
tion. For the last twenty-five years it 
has been wrong on every great ques- 
tion. Yet it has-maintained it*, hold 
on the American people by constantly 
assuming the aggressive while its op- 
ponent stood hesitating. 
The party 


that hesitates is lost. 


The universal verdict of the Denoe 


racy is that our national triumph in 
1884 and 1892 was a misfortune for 
both the country and the part;, and I 
believe that a majority of the Demo- 
crats of America would rather be de- 
feated for all time than to hare anoth- 
er triumph of that character. 


In the summer of 18DA we quit slip- 


ping around in the underbrush—we 
came up out of the lowlands—we took 
a position on the hillside and turned 
our faces toward the morning. The 
patriots of the land rallied to our 
standards, we won in the forum of 
reaaon, we triumphed in the arena of 
intelligence and we polled 1,000,000 
more votes than were ever before cast 
for a Democratic candidate. Even on 
the face of the returns 30,000 more 
votas would have elected our candidate. 
But we were borne down by corruption, 
t>y coercion, by briber;, by fraud and 
:>y crime. 


This year we are going to fight the 


»ttle over and the signs of victor; are 
already printed on the heavens.

Shall the hand of toil be 


emancipated, or shall it have new 
shackles riveted on it? Shall the Amer- 
can millions be free men or serfs? 
Shall government protect tbe weak or 
DC a mere convenience for the strong? 
Shall justice uphold the right or smile 
on iniquity? Shall liberty illumine the 
earth or be slain in her own temple? 


For many decades this republic has 


been the greatest world power on the 
^lobe; not through her armies, or her 
navies, or her wealth, but through her 
moral force; through high ideals, 
jbrough the divinityof human rights. 
This republic has not yet performed 
ts mission. It is not going to fail— 
Liberty will not die—the human race is 
about to move forward. The Almighty 
is cutting a road through the forest 
and its coming ia scheduled on the cal- 
endars of destiny.

Mr. Hill 
stated that a. plan favoring an amend- 
ment to the constitution providing for 
the election of United States senators 
by the people was in the original draft 
of the Chicago platform of 1396, but 
was eliminated by the sub-committee 
on resolutions,

protest; but he hoped for action in 
favor of the reform by the Kansas 
City convention.

It was not the purpose 
to take the selection of a senator out 
of the hand" of the legislature and 
give it to the governor. 
Mr. Quay's 


adherents argued that the constitu- 
tion contemplates full representation 
from every state and that the gov- 
ernor may fill any vacancy he finds 
existing during a legislative recess— 
and this stand was taken notwith- 
standing the fact that the legislature 
had considered Quay's candidacy and 
refused to give him the vacant chair 
in the senate. 


"The practical effect of such a doc 


trine,'1 says the Chicago Record, "can be 
readily foreseen. Let a senatorial can- 
didate who has the favor of the gov- 
ernor of his state secure only the hand- 
ful of legislators necessary to prevent 
an election and he would be practically 
certain of his senatorial chair. With 
the good will of the governor and a 
small body of legislators to create a 
deadlock until adjournment he could 
get his commission for the senate, 
whether or not the people of his state 
or even a maj >ri1y of the legislators 
wanted him 
That the senate has al- 


ready recognized the 
preposterous 


character of this proposition was 
shown two years ago, when ex-Senator 
Corbett, of Oregon, in circumstances 
essentially the same as those surround- 
ing the Quay case, was prevented from 
taking his seat."

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T«c U 5 GOVERNMENT BUILDING. • 
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PAN-AMBBICAN'EXPOSITION 


MFFALO'N-Y 


So vast is the number of valuable 


and interesting objects for exhibition 
in the possession of the United States 
government that none but a building 
of great proportions eould possibly 
contain them. Instead of one build- 
ing, however, at the Pan-American 
exposition in Buffalo, in 1901, the 
federal group will consist of three 
massive structures connected by colon- 
nades. 
The main building of this 


splendid architectural trinity will be 
130 feet wide aud 600 feet long. 
The 


others will each be 150 feet t-quare. 


In plan, the buildings are shaped 


like a letter D, the opening being 
toward the nest. The main building 
corresponds to the bottom nf the tl, 
which will accommodate the greater 
portion of the government exhibits, 
the administrative offices, guard room,- 
etc 
Its center will be surmounted by 


a dome, the apex of which, 250 feet 
above the main floor level and crowned 
with a figure of Victory twenty feet in 
height, will form one of the most con- 
spicuous features of the exposition 
grounds. Connected by colonnades to 
the main buildirg are the two lesser 
buildings or pavilions, one of which is 


intended to hold an exhibition typical 
of life and labor in the governm-nt's 
new possessions; white the other will 
contain a branch station of the United 
States weather bureau, and the ex- 
hibit, aquariums, etc., of the United 
States fish commission. 


Inlets from the lagoon fi'l the spaces 


within the colonnades connecting the 
pavilions with the 
main building. 


The central plaza, the space enclosed 
by the arms of the U, is decorated by 
steps, terraces and formal flower beds, 
making an easy and beautiful approach 
to the main entrance under the dome.

"Don't Von Know." 


"See?" is bad enough as a vulgarism 


of speech; "Don't you know ?" is worse. 


"See?" belongs to the grossly un- 


cultivated. The voluble man of this 
class makes some trifling statement 
which he deems a shade above the 
plane of his most common utterance, 
and he calls attention to his intellect- 
ual grade by rounding it with the 
inquiry, "See ?" He says, for example, 
"Jly bicycle needed oiling, see ?" In 
him it is pardonable. 
Being unculti- 


vated, there is no reason why it should 
occur to him that the inquiry is a use- 
less, foolish anJ impertinent manner- 
ism. 


But "Don't you know ?" because it is 


used in precisely the same irrational 
way by people of more or less claim to 
cultivation, is unpardonable. 


In the first place, truly cultivated 


people do not discredit their conversa- 
tion with mannerisms of any kind 
Think of James Russell Lowell or Mr. 
Howells or Mr. Aldrich punctuating 
his talk with a silly affectation. 
"Fake" culture may take up and over- 
do an English fool phrase, but robust 
minds which are sure of themselves 
would go to perdition first. 


Moreover, "Don't you know ?" is 


insolent. When one says to you, "the 
man was tired out, don't you know ?" 
or "she sang in the wrong key, don't 
you know?" or "two and two make 
four, don't you know'?''—does he take 
your mind to be so slow that you have 
to be asked if you can comprehend his 
drawling common-places ? Instead of 
a sympathetic nod at these inquiries, 
they should be met with a civil but 
evident resentment. 


"Are you taking down in shorthand 


what I say ?'' laughingly asked a young 
author of an editor the other day. 
"No, I was only counting for my 
amusement how many times you said 
'don't you know?" You have just 
spoken nine sentences, all rather 
brief; and you have ended seven of 
them with that incomprehensible in- 
quiry." 


Some people no doubt say it when 


they are a bit embarrassed. Others 
have adopted the habit because they 
want to be regarded as having through 
familiarity fallen into the modes of 
fashion. Still others use it occasion- 
ally and unconsciously because it is in 
the air. But the man who is sure of 
his thought and speech would sooner 
use his bootblack's "see?" than this 
inexcusable British affectation.—Th> 
Criterion.

road Rules. 


It is an interesting position that one 


finds wliou siuilyiug the relations that 
connect the railroad employee with the 
road itself with legard to the rules 
and (emulations. 
It bas a ring of 


"heads I win. nud tails sou lose" in 
favor of the road wheu it comes to de- 
ciding where the responsibility lies 
when an accident occurs. An old rail- 
road employee, a member of a train 
crew, was conversing with the writer 
rcceutly, aud in going over it the situa- 
tion might be hotter and more readily 
understood if IIP were to be rather 
closel.v quoted from Uis standpoint and 
In his liuigiiiigi1. 


"Ou our lino." liu b.iid. "we have 


many a good niik1 that composes the 
whole road, but 
1 will confine 
my 


knowledge and experience of working 
under rules aucl regulations as stand- 
ing Lutwei'ii the general manager's 
ortiee aud the actual operation of 
trains. To follow oveiy rule autl regu- 
lation to the letter would make travel 
far safer than lying in bed, but it 
would be so slow and tedious to the 
passenger that the time made in the 
old days oi stage lines would appear 
a 'flier's' time of these days. 


"To uinke from even 30 miles per 


hour up to the 80 reached these days 
and to live up to everything pertain- 
ing to slow ups, grade crossings, sav- 
ing of coal, oil and matei inl. slow stops 
and starts, reduced speed over switches 
and turnouts aud a hundred and one 
things to be remembered, would be the 
worst kind uf folly if making time was 
a consideration. 


"Take my run IjO miles, \vlnch is on 


the card to be made in 4 hours aud 52 
minutes, not such a swift gait, to be 
sure, although iu winter, with snow, 
ice and bad weather, it is some little 
kind of n job lo get around on time. 
To live up to every ironclad rule, those 
in the book, on the card an;! various 
specials issued every day. you could 
not puh ihat run through iu ton hours, 
and you might count your.soll lucky if 
you went through upon that lime. 


"A irainliand has the choice of ei- 


ther miiking his time. for. if he is fre- 
quently late, he is either set back, sus- 
pended, fined or dismissed, or living up 
to every rule. ami. if not found doing 
so in case of accident, being dismissed. 
Of course where no accidents occur 
the rules can lie tampered wltn and 
the management be blessed with ban- 
daged eyes, but let a mishap occur, 
and In order to piotoct themselves 
they jog out the thousand or two 
rules, and if you are Cotmil guilty you 
receive an eaily dismissal. 
So the 


trainband takes his desperate chances 
by playing at luck, by using discretion 
in obeying his rule, as he keeps ills po- 
sition longer than he would through 
strictly carrying out every one aud 
eventually being dismissed whcu the 
first salary day arrives. 


"In one book of rules upon a large 


road appear nearly 000 regulations for 
the employee to familiarize himself 
with, or, as one of the general rules 
says: 'The head of each department 
must be conversant with the rules, 
supply copies of them to his subordi- 
nates, see that they are understood, en- 
force obedience to them. Xo one will 
be excused for the violation of any of 
them, even though not included in 
those applicable to his department. Ig- 
norance is no excuse for neglect of 
duty.' 


"Then follows a most remarkable 


clause or itile which reads. 'Every ein 
ployee while on duly connected with 
the trains on any division of the road 
is under the authority and must con- 
form to the orders of the superintend- 
ent of that division.' 
Now, if the em- 


ployee has a certain order from the su- 
perintendent that conlliets with those 
of the book, the road has him double 
headed. 


"To obey the superintendent and dis- 


obey the rule means discharge, as it 
distinctly states that 'no one will he ex- 
cused for the violation of any of them,1 


while on the other hand 'he must con- 
form to the orders of the superintend- 
ent,' so he is apt to become discharged 
either way, but the road stands un 
blamed in either case. 
Besides these 


500 regulations there are numbers of 
rules, about 20 forms of train orders, 
4 hand aud lamp signals, 17 manner of 
using signals accotding to the train 
rules, besides nearly 100 special rules 
on time card. 


"Then comes the changing occasion- 


ally of a rule or from day to day the 
time of some new rule. ^Yith this the 
employee must learn by heart the 
scheduled time of some 25 regular 
trains, not to mention as many spe- 
cials. 
Is it a wonder not more acci- 


dents occur when one employee may be 
on duty IS or 20 continuous hours aud 
happens to forget just one of these 
things to be remembered?"—Portland 
(lie.) Aigus.

If such were tbe 


case all the professions would be im- 
nienbely overcrowded. They seem to 
te very much crowded as it is. There 
would then be as many preachers as 
hearers, as many doctors as patients, 
as many lawyers as clients and as 
many teachers as scholars. We need 
some educated men in the pews as well 
as in the pu'pit; intelligent jarors as 
well as judges; some educated people 
•whoknow what the lawyers and doc- 
tors are doing while they are suffering 
as their clients and patients. 


Friends, I am very anxious that you 


may all ft el and thoroughly believe, 
that no matter what our calling in 
life, the more true education we have 
the better we are qualified for our 


The man who stands 


on a mountain top has a larger view 
than the man in the valley b?low. In 
like manner the man of education has 
a larger and better view oi the duties 
of his calling, and of the relation he 
sustains to his fellow-men and his 
country, and the duty which he owes 
to society, the church and the state. 


A certain artist who was always sur- 


prised and pleased with the surpass- 
ingly excellent character of a brother 
artist's work, said to his friend: "Sir, 
with what do you mix your paints?'' 
The ready and significant answer was, 
"With brains, sir, with brains." There 
.is a great principle of truth, also the 
key of success in this sententious an- 
swer. The truth is verified, that no 
matter what is our work or duty, pro- 
fessional, mechanical, manual labor or 
domestic duties, tbe work is better 
done and more quickly, when the 
brain power, the mind, is put into its 
accomplishment. 
This is the province 


and purpose of true education. 
It is 


to develop the power to think, to con- 
centrate thought upon that which en- 
gages our attention. Thinking is one 
of the most, yes, I will say the most 
difficult thing for mortals to do. 


Information, or the acquirement of 


knowledge, is nourishment to the mind 
to enable it to think, as certainly as 
bread gives strength to the body. 


The thinker is prepared for emergen- 


cies as they arise. Ilis resources of 
thought fit him for the complex duties 
of life. This is true education. It 
more than meets all the demands for 
what is sometimes called a practical 
education. 


111. 
But another all-important factor 


entert, into true education, and which 
we must consider. Education is not 
complete without it, nor can true suc- 
cess he reached without the use of 
this factor. I have reference to the 
education of the moral nature, as we 
usually term it, the edueat'on of the 
heart and conscience. If the intellect 
alone is developed with the neglect of 
the moral nature, such education only 
fits people with greater capacities for 
evil, and the perpetration of crime. 
The power is increased also to deceive 
and 
lead others into wrongdoing. 


Such education is a curse rather than 
a blessing, a menace and a constant 
danger to society, and the welfare of 
the state and the church. In some of 
the 
educational 
institutions 
and 


schools of our own country the moral 
factor is too much ignored, and even 
discouraged, on the specious plea, that 
the state is concerned only with the 
intellect, and cot with the morals of 
the people. Are we not already gath- 
ering the bitter fruit of such sophistry 
in the shameful and scandalous lives 
of some of our public men ? 


I am not a pessimist, yet I fear we 


shall be compelled to reap a harvest of 
noxious tares, the seeds of which the 
false prophets of education, the ene 
mies of God and man, are sowing in 
the fertile soil of the minds of the 
rising generations. 


Knowledge in this life is a posses- 


sion, fraught with great peril. It may 
tempt us to forget our sense of depend- 
ence on God. Knowledge therefore to 
be useful to us and a blessing to our 
fellow-men, must be sanctified by the 
grace of God. Hence we see 'the ab- 
solute importance of the education of 
the moral nature as well as the intel- 
lectual being; and no individual or na- 
tion is safe without the knowledge and 
the worship of God. But: 


(a) Morality in. individuals or nations 


cannot be sustained without the sanc- 
tions and warnings of religion. 


The history of nations proves this 


proposition beyond all doubt. The an- 
cient pagan nations, while faithfully 
observing their religious rites and 
duties, were then most faithful in the 
performance of their domestic, social 
and political duties. They were encour- 
aged in such performance by a sense of 
the approbation and favor of what 
they conceived to be their god or gods; 
and they were restrained from wrong- 
doing by the dread of the disfavor of 
their deities. But when their religious 
observances declined, their morals and 
love of country 
correspondingly de- 


clined; they then fell into social and 
national decay. And what is true of 
the power and salutary influence of 
pagan religions, is more emphatically 
and manifestly 
true of a religion, 


given by inspiration of the true God. 
There are persons who affect to say 
that we are not so much, indebted to 
the Christian religion. But they must 
remember that if its influence could be 
eliminated from human thought and 
skill, the best books in the libraries of 
the world must be destroyed; the 
grandest paintings must be erased; the 
most beautiful 
sculpture shattered 


to pieces; the most exquisite music 
silenced—the oratorios of Haydn, Han- 
del, Beethoven and Mozart; the most 
magnificent architecture of the world, 
churches and cathedrals, must lie in 
ruins. 
Yea, more, the inscriptions 


"Asleep in Jesus" and "In Hope of 
Blessed Immortality'1 upon the monu- 
ments to the dead must be chiselled off. 
And what would you substitute for 
these? To be consistent you may in- 
scribe "So Hope Beyond the Grave" 
or ''Farewell Forever." 


Indulge me a little farther in this 


phase of my subject, as I am so desirous 
of impressing upon your minds the true 
conception of education which so com- 
pletely underlies all true success in 
life. 


Israel was a very small nation, but 


great in character while true to God, 
and only while true to God. What 
a mighty influence her literature and 
life have exerted upon the destinies 
of mankind 
The land and population 


of Greece were hardly equal to the 
single state of Hew York, yet how 
great her people in art, literature, 
philosophy, patriotism and political 
science. 
But when her philosophers 


began to ridicule and criticise what 
they deemed the absurdities of their re- 
ligious systems, the morals and virtues 
ol the people declined. 
Next they 


lost their once ardent love of their 


country, and the destruction of their 
nation was accomplished by their polit- 
ical dissensions. 


In like manner the decline and fall 


of the Koman empire were caused 
"by tlie general moral decay—the loss 
of tliat once sterling Koman virtue. 
The psople had become lovers of pleas- 
ure more than lovers of truth and 
duty. Honest toil of any kind was re- 
garded as only n't for slaves. They 
preferred, as Burton said, "rather to 
lose a pound of blood in civil war than 
a drop of sweat in honest labor," and 
the inevitable consequence was the 
fall of the once great empire. I know 
that harm has sometimes been done to 
the minds of boys and girls, when 
some of these over-zealous men visit 
the schools, fond of talking, out hav- 
ing nothing profitable to say to the 
scholars 
They are so apt to say, 


"Boys, some of you may b? presidents 
of the United States, senators or mem- 
bers of congress, and some of you girls 
may yet preside in the White House at 
Washington." 
It is an honor, it is 


true, to hold any one of these offices, 
and it is well to aim high. But such 
an incentive to study is vicious in its 
tendency. It conveys the false im- 
pression, that such is the noblest aim 
of life, and the best inspiration to our 
highest ambition. 
There are still 


many people who believe, ''It is better 
to be right than even to be president " 
There are thousands of better men, 
more scholarly and more cultured, and 
certainly happier men out of high 
offices than in them. 
Besides this, 


there is such scandalous money ex- 
penditure made to secure office, that 
there is not so much honor after all in 
holding office. 
Yea, more, if a great 


many American citizens were not bet- 
ter morally than some officeholders 
what would become of our beloved 
country? 
Where would be the salt to 


preserve 
it ? 
The great success I 


would have you strive for is nobility 
of character. I have shown how neces- 
sary education is in the attainment of 
success. 
In the fullest and truest 


sense the stability of our country de- 
pends upon the virtuous character of 
our people. If the bricks and other 
materials in a great structure are de- 
fective, it must fall with great de 
struction of life, no matter how costly 
its ornamentation. Even so a great 
nation cannot live when its people b2- 
cDme depraved in character. If people 
are living for themselves alone, with 
no end but pleasure and gain, each 
little self bis own little god; when 
wealth has so corrupted, or pleasure 
so depraved, or faction and party strife 
have so infatuated 
the people, that 


honor, obedience to law, human and 
divine, 
virtue, 
integrity and true 


patriotism 
are 
forgotten, 
certain 


national decay must come. And if the 
nation is to be preserved and saved, It 
must be by the elevation of individual 
character 
asserting- ilself. 
In the 


ightof what has been said we can see 
the fulness of the meaning- of what 
Jesus declared, when, referring to the 
lilies of the Held, He said, ''Solomon in 
all his glory was not arrayed like one 
of these." For the splendor of the 
king of Israel was foreign, and put on 
from without; whereas the beauty of 
the lily is developed from within, and 
is the result of iis own natural growth 
Such is the glory of a noble character 
in contrast with the accidental adorn- 
ments of mere wealth and the glamour 
of adventitious circumstances. 


"Life is more than breath and the 


quick round of blood. It is a great 
spirit and busy heart. We live in 
deeds, not years; in thoughts, not 
breaths; in feelings, not in figures on 
a dial. We should count time by heart- 
throbs. He most lives who thinks 
most, feels most, acts the best. 
Life's 


but a means unto an end—that end 
beginning, mean, and end 
to all 


things, God." Emerson said: "Charac- 
ter is moral order, seen through the 
medium of the individual nature. Men 
of character are the conscience of the 
society or nation to whieh they be" 
long." Luther said: "The prosperi" 
ty of a country depends not on the 
abundance of its revenues, nor on the 
strength of its fortifications, nor tbe 
beauty of its public buildings; but it 
consists in the number of its cultivat- 
ed citizens, in its men of education, 
enlightenment and character : here are 
to be found its true interest, its chief 
strength, its real power." 


Men of great intellectual power and 


brilliancy, but who are without char- 
acter, we may admire, but we cannot 
honor, nor be influenced by them. The 
great leaders of men, and the reform- 
ers of the sixteenth century, and later 
times, Luther, Zwingli, Calvin, Knos 
Wesley, Savonarola and others, ac- 
complished their religious reforms and 
impressed their thoughts upon their 
countrymen as much by their sterling 
moral worth as by their 
peculiar 


genius for their work. It was the 
character of the men as well as the 
cause they advocated which gave con- 
vincing power to their burning words 
When in 1793 George Washington, 
grown old, had retired from public 
life to Mt. Vernon, and it seemed prob- 
able that France would declare war 
against the United States, President 
Adams wrote to him saying, "We must 
have your name, if you will permit us 
to use it; there will b3 more efficacy in 
it than in our navy and army." Such 
was the esteem in which Washington's 
noble character was held by his coun- 
trymen. And besides and before this 
incident, when the dissolution of the 
American Union seemed inminent and 
Washington had wished to retire tD 
private life, Jefferson wrote to him. 
urging his continuance in office, say- 
ing, "The confidence of the whole 
Union centres in you." When Louis 


XIV. 
asked Colbert, his minister of 


finance, why it was that, ruling so 
great and prosperous a country as 
France, he yet had been unable to con- 
quer so small a country as Holland, 
the minister replied, "Because, sir, the 
greatness of a country does not alone 
depend upon the extent of its terri- 
tory, nor on the number, but character

The completed Stadium for the Pan- 


American exposition at Buffalo next 
year will offer to the lovers of sports 
the most spacious and splendid arena 
ever erected in America. The athletic 
carnival to be held during the great 
exposition will be the most notable in 
the history of American sport. The 
co-operation of many of the best pro- 
moters of athletic games and contests 
has been secured. Visitors to the Pan- 
American exposition may therefore 
expect to witness the meeting of the 
most famous athletes of the world, in 
competition for prizes worthy of their 
best feats of endurance, strength and 
skill. 


It is said that the great Colosseum 


at Rome, built in the first century of 


the Christian era, could accommodate 
87,000 spectators. The Pan-American 
Stadium will be 129 feet longer and 
but ten feet narrower than the historic 
amphitheatre of Home. The Stadium. 
however, v, ill have a larger arena and 
the seating capacity is estimated ior 
25,000 people. The top row of seats 
will be sixty feet above the ground 
and every seat will command a perfect 
view of the vast interior. Standards 
are to be placed at various points for 
the support of awninps in such a way 
that they will not obstruct the view 
from the other seats. 


The exits are made of sufficient 


breadth and height to admit, in case 
of need, the largest vehicles or floats, 
as it is proposed to use the Stadium 
for certain pageants, exhibits of auto- 


mobiles in operation, judging of live 
stock, horses, agricultural machinery, 
etc. 
No exhibitor has ever had such a 


splendid arena in which such exhibits 
could be displayed. The space under 
the seats is to be used for exhibition 
purposes, and is in itself tbe equiva- 
lent of a very large building. 


A large and picturesque building 


forms the main entrance to the Sta- 
dium. This is 241 leet long by 52 feet 
wide, with towers 104 feet high. The 
style is in conformity with that of the 
other buildings, with an arcaded effect 
in the lower story, red tiled roof, 
broad eaves and bright colors. The 
old Spanish towers give a finished 
biauty to the structure and make it 
one of the most prominent features of 
the exposition.

jers of other churches, notably the Presby- 
terian, the Lutheran, the Methodist, the 
Spiscopal and the Baptist. 
So far as known, no one of them has ever 


been a scoffer of religion, or a disbeliever in 
the Lord Jesus. Several of them are mrnis- 
:ers of the gospel, aud some of the present 
'eneratiou are preparing for missionary 
work abroad and others for spreading the 
Glad Tidings at home. 
Again, during the one hundred years in 


which our family has lived in Bedford coun- 
;y, not a single one of them has ever been 
charged with, or arrested for, or convicted 
of a crime. 
For these blessings we are thankful, and 


Tor them we may be excused for having a 
laudable pride. 


Now a word in regard to the village of 


Schellsburg. I remember when it was a 
verv busy town. The Rev. James F. Schell, 
a Presbyterian preacher, of Northwood, 
N D thus writes of the town, when he 
visited it in 1SSO: * * '-As I stood on the 
porch of the now languishing hotel, or 
sauntered down the quiet streets in that 
autumn twilight hour, how strangely im- 
pressive seemed the contrast between the 
present quietude and inactivity of the 
place and those earlier days when railroads 
were unknown, and an immense traffic of 
men and horses and heavy mountain ve- 
hicles kept passiug and re-passing constant- 
ly along this old -Roman' highway." * * 


Quietly now rests the old town apon 


the sunny hillside, as if dreaming over the 
past and looking wistfully toward the far 
nest, whither so many of her earlier in- 
habitants are gone.'' Yes! it is only too 
true that tbe earlier inhabitants are gone 
toward the far west. 


] also remember that in my youthful 


days Schellsburg was held in high repute as 
a Christian community. With very few 
exceptions, her citizens were church mem- 
bers and all attended the Sunday services. 
Jlorality and temperance prevailed and 
profanity and drunkenness were rare. The 
children were well behaved and had great 
reverence for the Sabbath and for the 
church. 
My prayer is that this reputation, so 


justly meritei in the past, may be fully 
preserved in the future. However, this will 
depend entirely upon the care and watch- 
fulness of the parents over their children, 
especially at night, the time of greatest 
danger to young and susceptible minds. 


Mr. Schell then read the loll owing 


sketch : 


The Palatinates were Germans, who, 


during the 16th and 17th centuries, inhab- 
ited the Palatinate, a name applied to two 
German states, which were united previous 
to 1020. 
They were distinguished as the 


Upper and Lower Palatinate. They com- 
prised the territory of 
an Elector or 


Palatine. A Palatine was invested with 
royal rights and privileges, and was one 
of the princes of Germany, formerly en- 
titled to choose the king. 
Situated on both sides of the Rhine and 


extending along the banks of the beautiful 
Xeckar, the Palatinate has always been re- 
garded as one of the most fertile countries 
in the world. 


But the fact is, that the Palatinate has 


disappeared from the map of Europe Its 
territories have been absorbed by avari- 
cious neighbors; but the name is so illus- 
trious in history that it will probably never 
cease to be popularly applied to the region 
that wasoue time included within its bound- 
aries. 
In the latter part of the 17th century 


Louis XIV., ol France, disturbed tuepeace 
and security of all Europe, and especially 
of the Palatinate 
He seized and annexed 


Akace and Lorraine to France in 1670. He 
revoked the edict of Nantes in 16SC, and he 
marched his armies into the Palatinate in 
163Sandl6S9. 
During these invasions he utterly devasta- 


ted the Lower Palatinate with fire and 
sword; in midwinter, burning the houses 
of over one hundred thousand people, and 
driving them, half naked and starving, to 
the fields and forests. 
Many thousands 


wandered down the river Rhine, and the 
towns and cities by the way, in many in- 
stances, fed them at the public expense and 
sent them farther. Utterly destitute, they 
arrived in Holland and encamped by tens 
of thousands in the environs of Amsterdam 
and Rotterdam. The Dutch government 
did all in its power to relieve the distress. 
And Queen Anne, ol England, invited the 
suffering Palatinates to find homes in her 
American colonies and transported many 
ol them thither at her own expense. 


Therefore, it was not stra_nge that these 


poor, persecuted and suffering Palatinates 
sought a refuge in America. Many of then: 
found a permanent home in the county oi 
Philadelphia, -where they greatly prospered. 
Hearing of their prosperity, a large number 
of the Palatinates, and other Germans, fol- 
lowed them after 1737 and settled in the 
same locality. 
Many of these brought 


with them considerable means. They were 
all a Christian, upright, temperate, patient 
industrious and frugal people. 


They were friends both of religion and 


education. 
As soon as they had provided 
shelter for their families they built churches 
and school houses. It was a cardinal prin- 
ciple with them to become members of the 
church. They trained their children in 
the fear and admonition of the Lord Their 
home life was cheerf ul.pleasant and happy 


They were excellent farmers and in a 


few years they transformed the wilderness 
into fruitful fields. And they assisted 
greatly in laying the foundation of our 
great commonwealth 
During the French 


and Indian war and the revolutionary war 
they willingly gave up their lives and for- 
tunes in defense of their adopted country. 
Many of their descendants have held high 
and honorable positions, both under the 
state and national governments. And now 
their descendants may be found in nearly 
every county in the United States. 


[Here it may be proper to say, that a great 
many Huguenots, who had fled from 
France during these fearful persecutions 
sought refuge in Holland (at that time the 
asylum for the oppressed of all nations; 
and there, mingling with the Palatinates 
came to America with them and afterwarc 
in many instances intermarried with them. 
Also that over one hundred families in Bed- 
ford county are descendants of the Palati- 
nates.] 


TUE FAMILY OF JOBS SOHELL II. 


Michael Schell, the progenitor of the 


Schell family of Bedford county, was born 
in the Palatinate in 1675. He emigrated to 
Pennsylvania in 1732 and purchased a tracl 
of land the same year in Upper Hanover 
township, then Philadelphia, now Mont- 
gomery county, Pa. He died in 1770, and 
he and"his wife, Veronica, were buried in 
the Reformed cemetery near their home. 
He devised his farm above mentioned to 
his youngest son, John Schell. 


John Schell was born the 22nd of Janu- 


ary, 1729, presumably in the Palatinate 
He died May 2, 1777. He married Veronica 
Maurer in 1753. His wife, Veronica, waa 
born in 1732 and died at the residence of 
her son, John Schell. II., near Schellsburg, 
February 8, 1815. The inscription on hei 
tombstone is in German: "Here rests the 
body of Fronica Scbell, who died the 8th 
of February in the year A. D., 1815. Her 
age was 83 years." The fragrance of her 
memory still lives in the hearts of her pos- 
terity. 
John Schell H., the eldest son of the 


aforesaid John Schell, was born in the old 
homestead, part of which is now standing, 
near the present borough of East Green- 
ville, Montgomery county, Pa. He was a 
merchant and a farmer, and at an early 
age 
became possessed of considerable 


means. Both he and his wife -were mem- 
bers, of the Reformed congregation in the 
immediate vicinity, and of representative 
German families. For many years prior 
to 1SOO he had made numerous business 
trips through Bedford county, western 
Pennsylvania and Kentucky. In 1792 Ken- 
tucky was admitted as a state into the 
Union. He was so pleased with the fer- 
tility of the soil and the salubrity of the 
climate of that state that he concluded to 
remove there. In the spring of 1800 he left 
Montgomery county, with his family, con- 
sisting of his wife and eight young chil- 
dren and his mother, for Kentucky. On 
reaching Pittsbnrg he found it would not 
be safe to go down the Ohio river in a flat 
boat, on account of the depredations of the 
Indians, so be turned back, and having 
been favorably impressed with the coun- 
try in the vicinity, where Schellsburg h 
now situated, settled there on the 1st of 
May, 
1SOO, purchasing large tracts of land, 


which were afterward divided into farms 
and given to each of his sons. Soon after 
his settlement he pursued the same course 
in erecting churches and school houses as 
the Palatinates had done in Montgomery 
county. This vicinity was known, at the 
lime of the settlement, as Shawnese Cabin 
Creek, Bedford county, Pa , by reason of a 
Shawnese Indian village having at an 
early day been nearby. 


His wife, Elizabeth Hillegaes, was _ 


daughter of George Peter Hillegass, -who 
was a cousin of Michael Hillegass, Jr. 
(1729-1804), 
"Who obtained eminence as 
treasurer of the Committee of Safety oJ 
Pennsylvania during the revolutionary 
war and afterward as the first treasurer oJ 
the United States government. 


(The 
Hillegasa family, originally Hill de 


Gasz, was of French Huguenot extraction. 
Driven out of France after the revocation 
ol the edict of Nantes by Louis XIV. in 
1GS5, they fled to Alsace.thence to Holland, 
and finally came to America with the 
Palatinates, and settled in Philadelphia, 
county in 1727.) 


After the settlement of John Schell II. 


in Bedford county ijuite a number of his 
relatives and neighbors in Montgomery 
county followed and settled in the imme- 
diate vicinity. 


In 180U he granted the Lutheran and 


Calvinistic congregations some six acres of 
ground for chnrch and school purposes. 
In 1SOS he located and laid out the vil- 


lage of Sfhellsbnrg and granted several 


lots to the citizens for chnrch and school 
surposes. 
He waa a public spirited citizen, an ar- 


dent Christian and an honest man, honored 
and loved by all who knew him. He was 
one of tbe prime movers in building the 
Bedford and Stoycstown turnpike, and was 
its first 
president. A writer has said: 


"From the date of their first settlement in 
the county, John Schell and his sons iden- 
tified themselves lolly with the best inter- 
ests of the district, and were well known 
throughout that region as men of public 
spirit, enterprise and good business capac- 
ity. They took a leading part in the pro- 
motion of religious.educational and reform- 
atory movements and in the advancement 
of all useful public enterprises." Prior to 
his death he conveyed to each ol his sons a 
farm and gave his daughters an equivalent 
in money and lands. He died on the 30th 
of March, 1325, aged 71 years. His wife 
died on the 10th of July, 1842, aged T8 
years. They were both buried in the 
Schellsburg cemetery. 
The success ol her husband and family, 


both before and after their removal to 
Schellsburg, was doubtless due, in a large 
degree, to the gentle, wise and faithful 
spirit of the Christian wife and mother. 
She survived her husband some 17 years. 
The obituary notice, at the time, thus 
speaks: "Leaving behind her, to lament 
the loss ol a pious and aSectionote mother, 
five sons and three daughters, fifty-seven 
grandchildren and sixteen great grand- 
children, a total of eighty-one souls. She, 
in her youth became a member of the Ger- 
man Reformed church. Daring her last 
illness, which was very painful and pro- 
tracted, her constant petition was 'Come, 
Lord Jesus, and take me home!' and with 
this petition she closed her dying lips." 


They had the following children, to wit, 


John, 178S-1S55; Peter, 1784-1862; Abraham, 
1787-1859; Jacob, 1789-1S34; George Michael, 
1791-1811; 
Elizabeth, 1794-1854; Michael 
Reed; Henry, 1797-1857; Joseph, 1799-1863; 
Catherine. 1801-1309; Maria, 1804; Peter 
Lwy; Eve, 1807; Benjamin Blymyer. 


The grandchildren of John Schell H.. 


with very few exceptions, are scattered 
over some twenty-three states, two terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia. 


THE OLD LOG CIIUBCH. 


The first church erected in or near 


Schellsburg was the ''Union Church" 
in 1806, on Chestnut Ridge, by the Ger- 
man Reformed and Lutheran congre- 
gations, on the land granted by John 
Schell for church and school purposes. 


The church is built of lops 25x30 


feet, with two stories. 
It is still 


standing and is in good condition. In 


1881 
it was weatherboarded and paint- 


ed white lor preservation. 
It is the 


oldest 
church building in Bedford 


county. 


"rheSt.JohnKeiormed"congregation 


was organized in 180G,by the Eev. Deit- 
riak Aurandt, who continued as its pas- 
tor until 1811. 
The following heads of 


families were the original members of 
the church, to wit., John Sehell, Sr., 
Tobias Hammer, Herbert Otto, Peter 
Schell, all of whom were officers; John 
Mowry, Benjamin Bisel, John Fisher, 
Henry Darr, Abraham 
Whetstone, 


John Corley and John Winegarner. 
In 1811 John Sehell rode to Philadel- 
phia, to attend the German Reformed 
synod, and obtained the appointment 
of Rev. Henry Gerhart, as missionary 
pastor for Bedford and Sehellsburg. 
He remained until 1829. 


"The Evangelical Lutheran" congre- 


gation was organized on the 1st oJ 
June, 1800, with Christian Miller as 
elder, and George Rock and Joseph 
Black as deacons. Eev. Osterloh and 
Rev. Wm. Yeager were the pastors 
up to the 17th of November, 1839, when 
the latter delivered his farewell ad- 
dress. 


THE PULPIT. 


The pulpit iu this old church is very 


unique. Some one has very aptly said 
"It is in the likeness of the wine cup.' 
It is altogether probable that it is a 
re-production of a pulpit in some old 
Palatinate church, which was original- 
ly designed as, a symbolization of the 
Eucharistic cup. The Elector Frederick 
[II. adopted the Heidelberg catechism 
and nearly all his people along the 
Rhine belonged 
to the Reformed 


church. They were devout followers 
of Christ, and readily discerned the 
close relation between the gospel of 
the crucifixion and the blood of the 
"New Testament." Hence the ideal cup 
shaped pulpit. It is octagonal in shape. 
It is supported by a pedestal or square 
pillar, fifty-three inches in heighth 
one side is placed against the north 
wall, under the window; the other 
seven sides, or panels, are forty-three 
inches in height and seventeen inches 
in width and they slope gently to the 
pedestal. The pulpit is about four feet 
in diameter and is reached by seven 
steps, through a door made out of one 
of the panels, and it is only large 
enough to hold one person. 
The 


whole is painted white.

at which they will be sold, will be 
good going from June 3 to 4, and good 
returning until June 11; this gives a 
ten days' limit. Religiousservices wiL 
be held at the rostrum in the National 
cemetery and will be under the charge 
of department chaplain, Rev. John W 
Sayers.

Headquarters of the 
department 


will be established at the Eagle hotel 
The reception, camp-fires and sessions 
of the encampment will be held at 
Brua Hall, in the college grounds, or 
at the opera house. The court house 
headquarters of Post No. 9, churches 
schools and other buildings suitable 
for meetings and reunions can be had 
for the asking. 


With the exception of the northwest-
